In general, the informal study 
shows fewer employees per thou- 
sand in Provo than the other cities. 

“We feel completely confident 

Provo city employees produce more 
than other citis,’ Headman said, 
because the same services still ex- 
ist with less people to provide 
them. 
_ Paying the average wage “to me 
is saying, all you are is average,” 
Headman said. City employee 
wages should be around the 65th to 
75th percentile rather than the av- 
erage of 50jh percentile. 

Many cily departments are un- 
derstaffed, Headman said. A “‘hap- 
py mediuny” between staffing and 
increased wages should be formed, 
he said, _} 

_ Mayor Joseph A. Jenkins said the 
informal siudy did not take into 
account exactly what jobs employ- 
ees were performing, leaving ques- 
tions on the data’s accuracy. 

_ The city’s wage study should be 
finished by the end of July, Jenkins 
said. Employees with wages below

Brady’s assessment of when the 
money will run out is supported by 
the Congressional Budget Office, 
which told the committee’s chair- 
man, Rep. Henry B. Gonzalez, D- 
Texas, that the RTC “will exhaust 
its $50 billion ... early in fiscal year 
1991.” 

RTC Chairman L. William Seid- 
man, in remarks to reporters 
Wednesday, indicated his agency 
has at least enough borrowing au- 
thority left to handle another 95 to 
120 failures, The RTC so far has 
seized 443 failed S&Ls, ‘‘resolving”’ 
148 by paying off depositors or by 
selling the institutions to new inves- 
tors. 

It plans an additional 45 resolu- 
tions by the end of June. And, 
Seidman said, it expects to handle 
50 to 75 in the July-September 
quarter. 

But the agency still is having 
difficulty keeping up with the fail- 
ure rate. Thrift regulators have 
indicated at least another 299 insti- 
tutions still operating independently 
appear headed for failure. 


Despite the dramatic increase in 
the administration’s new S&L cost 
estimate, the Congressional Budget 
Office is attacking it as too con- 
servative.
